Reason for Allowance 

2. Regarding claims 1-3, 17, 16, 4-15, 18, and 20, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a 
receiving device for receiving spread signals which are respectively transmitted over a plurality 
of channels, in a CDMA communication system, comprising a plurality of despread 
demodulators which are arranged for the plurality of channels, for respectively demodulating a 
spread signal among the received spread signals according to the corresponding timing signal 
generated by the path detector, in combination with other limitations, as specified in the 
independent claims 1, 4, 5, 6, 13, 18, and 20. 

Regarding claim 19, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a receiving device for receiving 
spread signals which are respectively transmitted over a plurality of channels, in a CDMA 
communication system, comprising a plurality of despread demodulators which are arranged for 
the plurality of channels, for demodulating a spread signal transmitted over a corresponding 
channel by dispreading the spread signal with a corresponding spread code; instructing means for 
instructing a phase delay of the corresponding spread code used for dispreading each of the 
spread signals transmitted over the plurality of channels, in combination with other limitations.
